The rlay, and tlm character of the 
guests, with the prospective visits of Lord 
Coleridge and Mr. Irving to America, made 
the event one of international interest. 
Hon. .Limes Russell Lowell, the Americau 
Ministor at St. James, replied to the toast 
to the l'rcsident. The entrance of Miss 
Ellen Terry was loudly applnuded. 

She ff|| iNMtd all in whilo and was 
very charming. The toast to the guost* 
was repl.ed to by l'rofessor Tytidall, whos» 
pre-eiicc was very plcu-ing 10 the Amori- 
can guests, many of whom he was person- 
ally intimate with, and (0 Whom he alluded 
in a kindly fashion. 

Mr. Irving was cheered heartiiy, the 
ladies clapping their hands as he arose to 
make his farewell speech, which practically 
closed the evening's eniertuiiuuent. He 
was going to the United States he said, in 
a very hopeful mood, and confident of gen- 
erous treatment even if not of success. 

"Of one thing 1 feel sure," he said, "in 
going to America I am going among friends | 
(Cheers repented) ; they will exercise their 
critical judgment for (.raise or blame, but 
always justly. (Cheers.) I will not dis- 
count success or suggest failure; I go with 
a certainty of meeting friends, kind treat- 
ment and just criticism. 1 know this from 
the friends who have been before me." 
(Cheers.)

New Orleans, July 6.— Myra Clark 
laities received last week another deciaion 
from the Dnked States Supreme Court 
impelling New Orleans to levy a ta* of 
?2.1KH),000 to antisfy her last judgment,and 
the City Council say they will go to jail 
before they will obey it. For thelaet fifty- 
light yeara thia lady baa fought 
for l»«r righta in the courts of ihe United 
Stotee. Her case is one of the most re- 
markable on record. .It involves the title 
to million* of dollars of property in New 
Orleans, and it will probably not be finally 
icttled as long aa the city can legally 
fight against it. It ia now eighty-two 
yean since Daniel Clark, a handsome 
young man who had been for some years 
leading the life of an Indian trader in 
Mississippi, came to Philadelphia to spend 
the winter. Clark was a gay fellow and 
>ok in all the pleasures of the then metro- 
polis of Amorioa. In his rounds he met a 
French beauty, and fell in love with her. 
This woman's name was Zulime Carrier, 
snd at the time rhe waa living with a 
Frenchman named La Grange, Clark met 
her. Whether she was married to LaGrange 
a* not ia one of the pointa in question. 
The defendants claim she was his legal 
wife. At any rate when Clark met her in 
1808 ehe left La Grange and went to live 
with Clark. The Supreme Court of the 
United States haa declarod that she was 
privately married to Clark, and that she 
was merely La Grange's mistress. 

In 1906, soventy-^even years ago, Myra 
Clark waa born. She was the only child 
Zulime Carrier had by Daniel ( lurk. 

At this time Clark sent Zulime to New 
Orleans and soted as a bachelor. He en- 
gaged himself in marriage, and formed 
ot her connections producing other offspring. 
He denied the fact that he had married 
Zulime. and when she came back and 
pushes! the case ir. the Philadelphia Court, 
she was un.iole to siMOtud, She finally 
took up with a Dr. Garde tie and lived with 
him until he died. 

But white Clark would have nothing to 
do with the mother, be took good care of 
Mh eblleV. Myra Clark waa well educated 
by Mm, and was treated by him na a 
daughter. He went again into Indian 
trading at New Orleans and amassed an 
immense fortune. In 1818, just seventy 
y. ars ago. he died, and a will was pro- 
duced •bowlni that all of his property wna 
left to his mother and the city ot New Or- 
leans. Myra Clark, then only seven years 
old. « ae apparently M nn ile-s, ami the ex- 
ecutors tool cluirae of the estate. 

When Myra giew to the aee of twenty 
ehe married' a Mr. Whitney, and then she 
began to csntest the will. She claimed she 
w.ih the only legitimate daughter of Daniel 
Clark, and that his properly was hers. 
Tlie slain was at once hotly contested, and 
Mr. Whitney died before it was tried. 

The widow continued to prosecute the 
suit. Shortly nfteward she married Gen- 
eral GaineVund he entered into the case 
as warmly as herself. The case was tried 
at New Orleans. It was lost. It waa car- 
ried to the Supreme Cotni at Washington. 
It WM again loat In lSo_ it soemed a 
hopeless fight, and at this time General 
dairies died. 

But Myra Clark Gainea waa not discour- 
aged, and shortly utter this time she dis- 
covered a will executed by her father, 
certifying thai Myra was his only child, 
and eraating her his sole heir. Upon this 
will she again went before the courts in 
New Orleans. She again lost. She again 
appealed to the Supreme » OUTl at Washing- 
ton. and here, in 1881, nhe obtained a 
judgment confirming this will, and giving 
her the whole property left her by her 
father and the rents thereof for the past 
thlrtj yeara. Then the war hrnko out, and 
justice w us again delayed. Since then ehe 
has, 1 thi k. received something from' the 
city, but nothing in com | arison wish her 
rights. She is now seventy-seven years of 
age. and will be perhaps the richest woman 
in the United States if she ever comes into 
the property fl r which she has so pluckily 
fought tor a lifetime.

This la tolerably comprehenaivo, bnt a 
simple cable under the Atlantic ia all that 
ia immediately contemplated with London 
and New York aa tho two chiof terminal 
points. The peculiar advantage possessed 
by this new company over all ita predeces- 
sors ia the possession o* eertain patents 
which tmablo it to lay down a cable for 
Sd,2o0,0Wi, whereae other companies can 
not do the same for less than ^6,fKM),0OD. 
It can be seen at onoe that this company 
can do work at ratea which will defy c m- 
] etition on the part of the old ones. The 
capital has all been subscribed, and land- 
ing rights have lieen secured in the Utiited 
States, Fran On, Belgium and Holland. The 
cable ia in process of construction. The 
corporation rejoices in the name of the 
American, Bristol and Continental Cable 
Company, and has at its head a live Lon- 
don Alderman. Articles of agreement 
have been drawn upon between it and the 
American Telegraph Company, with which 
u connection is established, stipulating that 
no poolings of earnings or combinations 
with other cable companies shall take 
place. Independent of this, the new A., B. 
C. Cable Company promisee to furnish the 
public and the commercial world with 
facilities for rapid communication auch as 
a'e now atlorded by no other compauy,'' 
including, of course, cheaper ratea.
